Everybody 
who has ever wanted to see Chicago will want to 
see it during that centennial year and can come 
with the knowledge that every day of the two or 
three or four weeks can be filled with what Chi- 
cago offers in the way of attractions. 

Chicago will surpass any other spot in the world 
as the place to spend the vacation in 1933.

R. HODGE this time fancies him-

Having been 
pretty sure of his wife’s virtue from 
the beginning, there is nothing left 
for him to do, at 10:50, but get out 
the old car and take her and whoever 
else happens to be awake to the dance 
at the club. . .. That’s all. 


That’s all save for some padding, 
make-weight, and time-out for red-her- 
ring scents meant to send us ‘way up 
in the air. Thus, one is made to won- 
der how far things have gone or will 
go between the actor and an interior 
decorator who says she loves him. 
Also, what happens to Killadamonk 
Mike, the tough Sicilian who expects 
to be paid for time devoted to being 
drunk. There are incidents of pre- 
digested comedy for the juveniles, and 
some amusing (and detachable) pas- 
sages for the union workmen. ... 

A leisurely, harmless pastime, all. 
in-all, is “ Straight Through the Door” 
—a title having something to do, 
perhaps, with the direction of the 
lethal bullet in flight. Mr. Hodges 
takes it as easily, at least, as he wrote 
it, and utters:the nifties and the come- 
backs sometimes with his eyes open,

Add. $208,250 
to U. of C. Funds 


City-State Era. 


New gifts totaling $208,... have 
been made to the University of Chi- 
cago, it was announced at the 150th 
quartely convocations, held in Leon 
Mandel hall yesterday. 
Donors include J, J. Dau, chairman 
of the board of Reid, Murdock & Co., 
who made a gift of $50,000 to the gen- 
eral endowment fund; C. K. G. Bill- 
ings, $50,000 for the 
clinic; Edward L. Swift, $25,000 with- 
out limitation for its use; the estate of 
the late E. L. Ryerson, $50,000; Augus- 
tus F. Peabody and Charles F. Bullen, 
$5,000 each for research in humani- 
ties; O. C. Wells, Matthew: J. Carney 
and William H. Rehm, $5,000 each: 
Thomas Fisher and Edward Cowdery, 
$1,000 each, and Robert E. Peacock, 
$250. 
For a survey of legal tests for in- 
sanity the Commonwealth fund gave 
$5,000, and Dr. Frank Billings gave 
$1,000 for the library of university 
clinics. William A. Wieboldt presented 
an extensive collection of texts and 
criticisms of Goethe to the department 
of Germanics of the general library. 
The new gifts were in addition to 
the recent donation of one million 
dollars from Mr. and Mrs. A. D. 
Lasker for research in degenerative 
diseases. Other recent gifts include 
two hundred fifty thousand dollars 
from Julius Rosenwald for the sup- 
port of physical sciences, and one hun- 
dred thousand dollars from Max Ep- 
stein for the new lying-in hospital. 


The formation of city states, as a 
solution for the difficulties of great 
urban areas, was predicted by Charles 
E. Merriam, professor of political sci- 
ence, in an address. These difficul- 
ties have been accentuated by harsh 
treatment from the states of which 
metropolitan cities are a part, Prof. 
Merriam said. He added: 
“It is too much to expect Illinois 
to supervise Chicago, when this city 
itself constitutes one-half of the su- 
pervising body. Most of the larger 
cities have been deliberately deprived 
of proportionate representation by a 
barefaced denial of equality in rep- 
resentation. Chicago has the same 
number of representatives in the leg- 
islature in 1928 as in 1900, and con- 
sequently all the astounding growth 
in numbers and wealth in 28 years 
count for nothing.”
